holder will be some ten or fifteen min- 
utes' tralfe distant. Each villager will 
he allowed to keep cows aud other | 
stock, and ten acres will be set apart | 
for grazing purposes. 
One hundred 


^<;res will be devoted to a park. The 
village itself will occupy about fifty 
acres, the grazing plot about ten acres, 
and 700 or SOO acres will be left for 
cultivation. 


There will be no difficulty in setting 


people to live In the village, A targe 
Dumber, of applications have already 
been received from respectable nesro 
families in various parts of the coun- 
try. 
Some of these applications have 


been received from as far south as 
Georgia and eten FJor»3iL Tiis pref- 
erence will be given to the negroes of 
Virginia. 
The villagers will be al- 


lowed to own their own houses, but if 
at any time they wish to sell them tho 
movers of the scheme will hare an op- 
tion on them, the price to be decided 
by arbitration. The name of tho vil- 
lage has not yet been decided on. Some 
help has already been received from 
wealthy men In the north, and other 
donations have been promised, The life- 
veloprnent of the movement is looked 
upon with keen interest at Richmond 
and in otiier parts of the south. 


Since this movement started reports 


have been received that In at least two 
otlier states In the south n similar proj- 
ect will be undertaken If this ons suc- 
ceeds. It Is a!so said that this is the- 
beginning of the movement to colonize 
the negroes in various parts of the 
southern states where the cities have 
a congested colored population. This, 
it Is believed, will resjiit iu n large part 
of the negro population eventually 
leaving the cities and settling In these 
farm villages, thereby paving tho way 
toward filling their places In factories 
and other lines of work by white labor.
